KENT cricket chiefs have rub¬ 
bished reports the club is consider¬ 
ing moving from its historic head¬ 
quarters at the St Lawrence 
Ground. 

And the club has vowed its ambitious rede¬ 
velopment plans will go ahead, despite specu¬ 
lation the economic slowdown has brought 
them grinding to a halt. 

In a report on respected website Criclnfo 
this week, it was hinted the club was consider¬ 
ing selling the Old Dover Road ground and 
moving to a “purpose-built site near the M25, 
or, conceivably, to Beckenham”. 

The same report also claimed plans for the 
multi-million overhaul of the St Lawrence 
“might never happen at all”. 

But speaking to Yourcanterbury, Kent’s chief 
executive dismissed the speculation. 

Paul Millman said: “There is no truth in 
those claims and I have no idea why the report 
suggests them. We remain fully committed to 
Canterbury and the redevelopment project. 

“We have planning permission for the St 
Lawrence, our commercial partners are com¬ 
mitted but, as you would expect, our timetable 
is a bit of a question mark given the economy.” 

Originally due to start earlier this year, last 
month the club confirmed no building work 
would take place until after this season ends. 

Further questions were raised when housing 
partner Persimmon recently announced mas¬ 
sive job cuts and the suspension of projects. 

It plans to build homes on the car park oppo¬ 
site the Bat and Ball pub. The sale of that land 
is a key revenue driver for the scheme, which 
will also see stands given an overhaul and a 
hotel complex built on the site. Mr Millman

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Could parish 
councils run a 
new look rural 
bus service?

THE options surrounding 
the restoration of crucial 
rural transport links after 
the demise of the post buses 
serving the district’s outly¬ 
ing villages has gone before 
Canterbury council. 

The post bus service, which ran 
low-cost minibuses serving 23 vil¬ 
lages, was stopped in September, last 
year, leaving many older people 
without an easy route into 
Canterbury or the coastal towns. 

The report, which admits the ces¬ 
sation of the service has people 
across the district suffering isolation 
due to lack of rural transport, brings 
together several options to solve the 
issue. 

The early conclusion drawn by offi¬ 
cers studying the problem is for Kent 
County Council to provide a minibus 
to parish councils, which would then 
arrange routes, timings and volun¬ 
tary drivers to suit the needs of their 
own parishioners. 

Transport officer Sheila Flynn 
said: “Parish councils are in a good 
position to assess specific transport 
needs in their areas. 

“There are models of very effective 
community transport schemes which 
parish councils, or groups of parish 
councils, may wish to follow.” 

KCC has offered to tax and insure 
the minibuses, which would be hand¬ 
ed over to the parishes to use as they 
saw fit, or provide £16,000 as an 
alternative. But community repre¬ 
sentatives say the plan does not go 
far enough. 

Canterbury councillor Brian 
Staley said: “What we need is a reg¬ 
ular service. 

“If people know a service is regular 
and reliable, more people will use it,

and not just to get from the villages 
into Canterbury. People living in the 
city could use it to visit village pubs 
without having to drive, thus enrich¬ 
ing the rural community.” 

Canterbury council and KCC also 
point to the Kent Kanier, a dial-a- 
bus service dropping members of the 
scheme to the shops from their 
homes. But officers say it is too 
expensive to expand this service fur¬ 
ther as it would require more buses 
and drivers. 

Commercial bus operators are also 
prohibitively expensive, as low pre¬ 
dicted passenger numbers would 
mean heavy subsidies from KCC and 
Canterbury council. 

Mrs Flynn said: “There is no easy 
solution to providing rural public 
transport. 

“It will be difficult and expensive to 
provide a minimum twice-daily serv¬ 
ice to all isolated areas covered by 
the post bus. 

‘Without doubt there are a number 
of people across the district who are 
suffering isolation due to lack of pub¬ 
lic transport. 

“However, on the evidence of the 
low level of use of the post bus, the 
number of people is comparatively 
small and the cost of providing trans¬ 
port to meet their specific needs will 
be disproportionately high.”

# Canterbury 
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Mixed feelings over 
plans for big screen

Olympic ceremonies 
to be show on 25m 
TV as part of festival

THE FEELING and McFly will 
be performing at the Heme Bay 
Festival this year via a giant screen. 

The massive temporary screen - the only one 
of its kind in the South East - is one of between 
45 and 60 being rolled out nationwide as part 
of the ceremony marking the handover from 
Beijing to London for the 2012 Olympics. 

The screen, which will be up to 25 metres 
square, will stand in Memorial Park, either as 
a standalone temporary structure, or a slightly 
smaller truck-mounted version. 

Torch 

Director of the Kent Sports Development 
Unit, Chris Hespe, who is also KCC officer 
in charge of Kent’s Olympic services, said: 
“The screen will show the Olympic hand¬ 
over where the Beijing delegation hand the 
torch to Boris Johnson to represent the han¬ 
dover to London. 

“This marks the beginning of the London 
Olympiad - the four-year run up to the London 
2012 Olympic Games. 

“It will also show the launch party at the Mall 
in London, so people will be able to watch the 
bands playing, including McFly and The Feeling.” 

The content - and the screen itself - will be 
provided by the BBC at the request of London 
2012, which has already had several perma¬ 


nent screens installed in northern cities such as 
Manchester and Hull. 

But not everyone is happy with the idea and 
English Heritage has condemned the plans, 
claiming the screens set a dangerous precedent 
for local authorities in the face of commercial 
advertisers. 

National Heritage planning director, Philip 
Davies, said: “We are becoming increasingly 
concerned about the cumulative impact of 
temporary structures on the historic centres of 
our towns and cities. 

“It would be difficult for a planning authority 
to turn down an application from an advertiser 
once this precedent has been set. 


‘We have put many of these objections to 
London 2012 but have not received a response.” 

Canterbury council applied to have the 
screen several months in advance, tying the 
bid in with free family sports day Get Active, 
Feel Alive. 

Also part of the Heme Bay Festival, this will 
feature a Beijing-inspired obstacle course for 
five to 15-year-olds, with each challenge based 
on a famous Chinese landmark.

Beggar banged 
up once again 

NOTORIOUS beggar James Love, 23, is 
behind bars for the 19th time in five 
years after twice breaking his ASBO. 

Love, of Spring Lane, Canterbury, is 
barred from begging in the city centre 
but was caught asking for cash in St 
George's Place and Northgate. 

To compound his problems Love was 
caught on CCTV stealing a roll of cabling 
from Chaucer School earlier this month. 

He broke into a mobile classroom by 
smashing a panel and climbed out with 
the coil of cable on his shoulder. 

As well as admitting the theft Love 
agreed he'd broken the ASBO twice by 
asking people for cash in the street. 

David Nelson, defending, said Love 
was known as one of Canterbury's lead¬ 
ing beggars. 

He said: "Prison hasn't taught him 
anything. He's taken every sentence on 
offer and has little hope for the future. 

"He isn't violent or aggressive, just per¬ 
sistent. He is unemployable and is going 
to be in this cycle for the rest of his life." 

Love was given 180 days in total for 
begging and the theft of the copper 
cabling.

Concert hall 
will honour 
legend Pilch 


We are not being 
wrapped up, says 
wedding gift firm 


LONG-lost Victorian cricketing hero, 
Fuller Rich, is to be remembered 
when a new concert hall is built close 
to his grave. 

Pilch’s final resting place was 
found after Yourcanterbury exclusive¬ 
ly revealed architects building the 
new auditorium at the redundant St 
Gregory’s Church in Canterbury did¬ 
n’t know he was buried there. 

Last week council chiefs gave per¬ 
mission for the 350-seat building and 
owners Canterbury Christ Church 
University now plan to honour him. 

Pilch, who died in 1870, was one of 
England’s first professional players 
and has been dubbed the Ian Botham 
of his age. 

He found posthumous fame appear¬ 
ing in two of the Flashman books by 
George McDonald Fraser. 

When the story was picked up by the 
national press, Rich’s great, great, 
great nephew, Peter, was able to help 
the university locate his grave. 

University spokesman Claire 
Draper said the building wouldn’t 
affect Pilch’s last resting place but he 
would be remembered for posterity. 

She said: “We haven’t decided 
whether we will put up a plaque or a 
stone memorial but when we do we 
will ask Peter Pilch to unveil it.” 


A LEADING wedding present 
service is fighting against “finan¬ 
cial difficulty”, prompting concerns 
couples may miss out on gifts 
bought for them.

We are doing 
our best to resolve the situation 
as soon as possible and believe 
there is a realistic chance that we 
will be able to complete our wedding 
list orders. 

“However, we won’t know the out¬ 
come until the end of the week.” 

The firm handles up to 3,500 wed¬ 
ding lists a year nationwide. It helps 
couples compile their lists and then 
offers a web link for guests to snap 
up gifts online. 

Once a purchase is made, the gift 
is mailed to the couple for their 
wedding, in an effort to make the 
whole process fast and simple.

Nursing translates 
into real ambition

JUST three years after the end of 
World War Two, the Government 
turned to Germany to help recruit 
staff for its new National Health 
Service. 

Now, 60 years on since moving from her 
homeland to start a new life in the UK work¬ 
ing for the NHS, a woman from Elham has 
revealed how the remarkable chance provided 
her with the opportunity she had always 
dreamed of. 

Marianne Mackinnon was bom in Berlin in 
1925. Having grown up during the 1939-1945 
conflict, she found herself at the end of the war 
working as a translator for the Allies in 
Germany. 

She said: “I dreamt of going to Oxford to 
study languages, but of course at that time it 
was impossible for anyone from Germany to 
become a student. 

“But then men from the Ministry of Labour 
in the UK came over to Germany to recruit 
women between the ages of 18-26 to train as 
nurses for the new NHS. It gave me the oppor¬ 
tunity I had craved.” 

Mrs Mackinnon began her training at the 
Radcliffe Infirmary in Oxford and also man¬ 
aged to study English part time at university. 
Now, as the NHS celebrates its 60th anniver¬ 
sary this month, she remembers the impact it 
had. 

But being German was not easy in post war 
Britain. Mrs Mackinnon suffered verbal abuse 
from patients and staff. 

She said: “I was called a Kraut and a 


damned Nazi. It was mainly from people who 
had never been to Germany. The ex-soldiers 
were always more understanding. I always felt 
we had to work twice as hard as anyone else. 

“We feared the matron and doctors. Even if 
someone had only been training for three 
months more than you, you were expected to 
open the door for them and you expected the 
same when you had been there three months.” 

Today, Mrs Mackinnon’s son is a senior con¬ 
sultant at the Kent and Canterbury Hospital. 


She has also published books on her experi¬ 
ences growing up under the Nazi regime, with 
The Naked Years proving a success both in the 
UK and US. 

And while she acknowledges the remarkable 
achievements of the NHS, she believes not all 
the advances have been for the best. 

She said: “It is a shame we have lost old style 
matrons. Simple things like cleanliness and 
spending time with the patient are what the 
public want most.”

Holiday lands sex 
offender in jail 

SEX offender Nigel Hatton didn’t think he 
should tell the authorities he was nipping off 
to South Africa for a holiday. 

But for the next four months Hatton, 44, 
formerly of Kent and now of Brixham, 
Devon, will be rueing his mistake after mag¬ 
istrates put him behind bars. 

Hatton, who was living at Whitstable, was 
picked up at Heathrow by immigration offi¬ 
cers on a routine passport check in May 
2007. When officers raided his home they 
found another passport with South African 
entry stamps in it. They also found Hatton’s 
holiday snaps on his laptop. 

Hatton appeared at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court charged with taking two 
unauthorised holidays in the Republic. He 
admitted both. 

He was sent to prison on November 22, 
2000, for a sex attack on a prostitute in the 
Plymouth dock area. He served four years 
and was put on the sex offenders’ register for 
life.

MID-moming motorists were faced with an 
unusual obstacle last week as a greenhouse 
made its way from Bekesbourne to 
Canterbury. 

The greenhouse was being carried by vol¬ 
unteers from Canterbury’s Transition 
Initiative, having been donated to their allot¬ 
ment project. But the group was faced with 
the problem of how to transport it the 2.8 
miles to its new home. 

So to the shock of passers-by, a seven- 
strong team manhandled the unwieldy load 
into the city, with the group’s name embla¬ 
zoned on a large banner tied to the back. 

Transition City Canterbury is determined 
to raise awareness about the potential conse¬ 
quences of peak oil and climate change. 

Coastguard rescue girl 

A 12-year old girl was intercepted by a 
Whitstable lifeboat crew after drifting away 
from Seasalter. 

A 999 call to Thames Coastguard on 
Sunday reported a child in an inflatable 
dinghy drifting out of sight off Walden’s 
Caravan Park, and the lifeboat was launched 
to investigate. Just minutes later the lifeboat 
crew spotted the girl one mile north east of 
Seasalter Sailing Club. She was apparently 
trying to reach the Isle of Sheppey. 

The girl was safely returned to her parents 
on shore. The girl, from Middlesex, was 
unharmed by her adventure.

Farm machinery will 
come under scrutiny 
in effort to save lives 

FARMERS are being urged to ensure tractors 
and trailers are properly maintained after a 
new crackdown by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE). 

The government agency wants to cut the 
number of accidents involving mobile farm 
equipment used both in fields and on the roads 
during this year’s harvest period. 

According to the HSE, over the last five 
years farm vehicles and machinery have been 
the cause of 22 major injuries and four deaths 
in the county. 

Over the next two months the HSE will 
team up with Kent Police and VOSA (the 
Vehicle & Operator Services Agency) to carry 
out random checks of vehicles both in fields 
and on the roads to ensure they are in a good 
state of repair and are safe. 

Maintained 

HSE will be promoting the use of the 
BAGMA (British Agricultural and Garden 
Machinery Association) vehicle health check 
scheme during any spot checks undertaken as 
part of the campaign. 

Mike Walters, HSE principal inspector in 
Kent, said: “A well maintained vehicle being 
driven by a competent person should be safe to 
use both on the farm and on the road. 

“By adopting the BAGMA vehicle health 
check scheme, farmers will be able to ensure 
their tractors and trailers are maintained in 
safe working order and are roadworthy. 

“From our experience, more than 50 per cent 
of vehicles have been found to be unsafe and 
taken out of use. 

“A basic check can contribute to preventing 
deaths and suffering of those injured by agri¬ 
cultural vehicles every year. 

‘We will not hesitate to deal with vehicles 
that are found to be unsafe, no matter how 
inconvenient this may be for the duty holder.”

Q What are you bringing to your new role at Kent 
Probation from your work at the centre of Government? 

A At the Prime Minister’s Delivery Unit I 
worked on crime reduction and reducing 
re-offending, liaising with agencies from 
across government including the police, 
prisons, education, housing and health. 

I focussed on identifying barriers to delivery 
and generating ways of breaking down these 
barriers. 

This national experience has helped me 
understand the range of partners needed to 
reduce re-offending - a key priority for 
probation - and how best to jointly improve 
the safety of everyone in Kent. 

Q Did you enjoy the cut and thrust of politics while work¬ 
ing for Tony Blair and Gordon Brown - or try to escape it 
as much as possible? 

A As a general rule I try and avoid politics 
and focus on service delivery. The good 
thing about my previous role was, although 
located at the heart of government, its focus 
was on delivering real outcomes for citizens. 

But it did involve writing lots of reports and 
after a while I got bored of writing about it and 
wanted to deliver it. 


Q What is the biggest misconception about the Criminal 
Justice System? 

A That the only way to punish offenders is to 
send them to prison. In fact, there are a 
range of options available to sentencers and 
the evidence shows that working with offend¬ 
ers intensively in the community is more effec¬ 


tive in reducing repeat offending than short¬ 
term prison sentences. 

This is because it combines punishment over 
a long period of time, for example two years as 
opposed to a six-month prison term, with work 
to help offenders gain employment and change 
their offending behaviour. 


Q 


Aren't community sentences little more than a slap on 
The wrist? 

I No. Because an offender might have to 
report to probation five times a week; their 
liberty could be curtailed with a tag; they 
might be performing unpleasant unpaid work 
in the community thus losing their free time 
and giving something back to the community 
at the same time. 


a How on earth did Roy Hodgson manage to save Fulham 
from premiership relegation? 

A By building a good team and playing 
decent football (no more route one, thank 
you Mr Sanchez) and Jimmy Bullard and 
Brian McBride coming back from injury.

« We are told that crime is falling, but it feels like it is ris¬ 
ing - particularly violent crime. What is the truth? 

A The truth is that there has been a 16 per 
cent decrease in overall crime since 2003. 
This figure comes from the latest British 
Crime Survey, which is extremely reliable as it 
asks people if they have experienced crime. 

Also, the number of crimes recorded by the 
police fell by 12 per cent between October and 
December 2007 compared with the same quar¬ 
ter a year earlier. 

In particular, robbery fell by 21 per cent and 
most serious violence against the person by 15 
per cent. 

The reasons for the gap between these facts 
and public perception are complex and proba¬ 
bly related to media messages around crime, 
the rise of terrorism and wider anti-social 
behaviour.

Smart tips 
for safety 
by the sea 

COASTGUARDS have launched a 
Sea Smart summer safety cam¬ 
paign with millions of holidaymak¬ 
ers set to flock to beaches around 
the Kent coast this summer. 

Due to the pinch of the credit 
crunch holidays at home are set to 
boom over the coming weeks - with 
popular hotspots including TTianet, 
Whitstable, Folkestone and Hythe, 
along with the Isle of Sheppey. 

But coastguards say this could 
mean more people getting into dif¬ 
ficulty in the water. 

The Sea Smart campaign pro¬ 
motes beach and sea safety mes¬ 
sages to families with children. 

UK Chief Coastguard Rod 
Johnson said: "More and more peo¬ 
ple are choosing to holiday at home 
and explore our varied, dramatic 
and accessible coastline. 

“What I want to do is to help edu¬ 
cate families.” 

Mr Johnson emphasised the fol¬ 
lowing points: 

• Consider visiting a beach with 
lifeguards if there is one nearby. 

• Always keep your children in 
sight at the beach, especially 
toddlers. Even a small wave can 
knock a child over. 

• If your child is using an inflat¬ 
able, make sure they are being 
supervised and that the inflat¬ 
able is secured to the shoreline 
and held by an adult. Even the 
slightest of breezes could blow 
the inflatable away from the 
shore. 

• Keep clear of cliff edges - we’ve 
got some high cliffs around the 
UK and they do sometimes give 
way under foot. 

• Always swim close to the beach in 
line with the shore. Don’t go alone. 

• Check the weather and tides 
before you leave home - don’t get 
swept away. 

• If you are going afloat, always 
wear an appropriate lifejacket or 
buoyancy aid.

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AN ARTIST’S design for 
a 50ft sculpture of a 
white stallion has been 
given the thumbs down 
by the Kent public. 

Now the county council has 
stepped in to offer a suggestion for 
an iconic statue to match the 
Angel of the North: another horse. 

The original vision by Turner 
Prize winner Mark Wallinger is 
tipped to become the £2 million 
Angel of the South, which would 
stand near Ebbsfleet Inter¬ 
national station. It was one of a 
series of designs looking to repre¬ 
sent the area and be visible for 
miles, alongside Ebbsfleet Sta¬ 
tion, near Gravesend. 

But Kent County Council, 
unhappy with Wallinger’s propos¬ 
al, commissioned their own 
Invicta horse design in an effort to 
get more people to support the 
white horse idea. And this week it 
claimed 89 per cent of people at 
the county show preferred its 
design, by artist Graham 
Clarke, from Boughton 
Monchelsea. 

Cllr Alex King, 
leader of KCC, sai 
results have been over¬ 
whelming. We support the 
basic concept, but like the people 
of Kent, we want a horse more in 
keeping with our tradition.” 

An exhibition of five sculptures 
by commissioned artists, includ¬ 
ing Wallinger’s White Horse, is on 
show at Bluewater. 

The proposed landmark, paid 
for by Eurostar, London and 


Continental Railways and Land 
Securities, is intended to be a 
memorable welcome to travellers. 

The final decision will be made 
by a committee chaired by Lord 
Lieutenant of Kent, Alan Willett, 
this autumn.

Africans call 
for gay cleric's 
resignation 

CONTROVERSIAL gay cleric Gene 
Robinson who lectured at an isolated 
church on Romney Marsh should be dis¬ 
missed from his post as Bishop of New 
Hampshire, USA, according to leading 
African Anglicans. 

The move appears to have wrecked any 
chance of a reconciliation within the 
church, which has been rocked by Bishop 
Robinson’s appointment. 

He is the only non-celibate homosexual to 
hold a senior Anglican post. 

More than 200 church leaders have boy¬ 
cotted the cur¬ 
rent Lambeth 
Conference in 
protest over the 
issue. 

The demand 
for Bishop 
Robinson’s 
removal was for¬ 
mally issued by 
Sudanese cler¬ 
ics, who claimed 
they were repre¬ 
senting a fur¬ 
ther 200 leading 
figures from GAY: Bishop Gene Robinson 
churches in the 

developing world, especially Africa. 

In a statement issued to church leaders in 
the name of Sudanese church leader the 
Most Reverend Daniel Deng they stated sex 
should be confined to being between a man 
and a woman. 

‘We require all those who live in the min¬ 
istry of the church to live according to this 
standard and cannot accept church leaders 
whose practice is contrary to this,” it said. 

In a talk at St Rumwold’s Church, 
Bonnington, Bishop Robinson - who has a 
bodyguard and wears a bullet proof jacket - 
told an audience he felt that attitudes to 
homosexuality as stated in the Bible need 
to be reinterpreted in the light of the cultur¬ 
al conditions which existed at the time they 
were written. 

He added that he felt a 21st century 
church should be inclusive to all those who 
wish to be a part of it - not exclude a certain 
group of people for one reason.

SCIENCE pupil Anastasia Bow- 
Betrand has been commended 
after a week-long project with 
Pfizer. 

Anastasia, from Simon Langton Girls’ 
Grammar School, Canterbury, investigated 
the pharmacology of pain alongside leading 
Pfizer scientists, who were aiming to solve a 
series of scientific challenges during Pfizer’s 
11th annual Biology Project Week. 

Sixteen of East Kent’s top young scientists 
were involved in the project, hosted at 
Canterbury Christ Church University, where 
the pupils took part in a seven-day residen¬ 
tial course, and were given the opportunity to 
gain an insight into the processes of scientif¬ 
ic research in the university laboratories. 

The pupils worked in pairs on a selection of 
scientific projects set by Pfizer researchers to 
test their skills and knowledge, and to 
encourage and broaden their science learn¬ 
ing. 

The A-level science pupils from schools in 
Thanet, Canterbury, Dover, Folkestone, 
Faversham and Sandwich were chosen from 
more than 31 applications from sixth-form¬ 
ers across East Kent. 

They were also invited to visit the Pfizer 
research laboratories at Sandwich and 
attend seminars given by world-class Pfizer 
scientists. 

Anastasia was awarded book tokens val¬ 
ued at £200 for her help with the project. 

Other biology projects included examining 
the clotting mechanism of blood, genetically 
engineering E.coli, measuring the effects of 
steroids, and assessing the kinetics of the 
enzyme thrombin. 

Jim Loftus, research recruitment manager 
for Pfizer and organiser of the event, said: 
“The standard of the work this year was 
excellent. 

“The projects were very challenging and 
required a great deal of hard work and deep 
thinking. 

“I hope everyone taking part gained a good 
insight into the work undertaken in research 
laboratories and this will inspire them to 
study science at university and pursue scien¬ 
tific careers.”

Shelling out like a tourist 
gives that sinking feeling 


THERE have been some real sur¬ 
prises over the last ten days or so. 

Firstly, there was the rather sad sight of a 
boat full of fireworks sailing into position for 
the display as part of the Whitstable Regatta, 
only for it to sink and the pyrotechnics 
become, literally, a damp squib. 

The first surprise being that there was a suf¬ 
ficiently powerful wave to cause such chaos in 
the normally serene waters of the Thames 
Estuary and, second, that the boat was far out 
enough to sink. 

You can practically walk to the Isle of 
Sheppey without the water going much higher 
than your waist. 

However, that almost paled into insignifi¬ 
cance at the price some traders were charging 
hapless tourists for a single oyster earlier that 
day. What can normally be snapped up for 60p 
suddenly shot up, fuel price-stylee, to an infla¬ 
tion-busting £1.

One assumes there is even a wick 
sticking out of her feet and beehive to repre¬ 
sent her burning of the metaphorical candle at 
both ends.

Why marvel at the frequently inept efforts of 
a wax-workateer (or whatever they call them¬ 
selves) and pay - yes, this is the correct adult 
price - £25 for the privilege? 

What’s more, I’m reliably informed there are 
frequently lengthy queues with tourists lining 
up to shell out to ogle the “famous faces” and, 
of course, have their pictures taken with them. 

Now when it comes to surprises, surely there 
can be none bigger than the fact that so many 
of us actually want to spend such huge sums 
on something so bizarre. 

After all, at those prices, just think of the two 
dozen and a bit oysters you could have enjoyed 
at Whitstable prices.

Compost for a O recycle 

Greener Environment 


Now is a great time to get out in the garden and enjoy the sunshine. It is also 
a great time to take up home composting. From Oscar winning actress Dame 
Helen Mirren to TV presenter Chris Evans and millions of us, everyone is doing 
it. There are many excellent reasons for composting at home, but many 
people are simply unaware that this is one of the easiest ways they can help 
the environment in their own daily life.

Once you’ve purchased a bin, you need to site it somewhere easily accessible in the 
garden, preferably directly on the earth so worms can find their way into the bin. 


Filling up the bin is simple. Many people who already home compost are unaware of the variety of 
items that can be recycled by home composting. Uncooked fruit and veg peelings from the kitchen 
can go straight in to the compost bin, as well as dead 
flowers and plant prunings. In order to create a 
balanced compost, you need to ensure that you mix 
these ‘greens’ with equal amounts of fibrous ‘browns’ 
like scrunched up cereal boxes, insides of toilet rolls or 
shredded paper. The perfect mix of green and brown 
items create an environment where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and gardens. Other items 
you might not have thought you could compost include: 


• Egg shells; 

• Tea bags; 

• Coffee grounds; 

• Dog hair; 

• Hamster bedding and 

• Even the contents of your vacuum cleaner. 


If you want to cut down on the number of trips you 
make to the bin, it would be worth getting a 
composting caddy for your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable household waste 
such as vegetable peelings, but you need only empty it 
into your compost bin when it is convenient. You can 
buy compost caddies from many retailers and the 
Recycle Now website, or alternaitvely you can just use 
an old ice cream tub. 


Home compost is a product that will help your garden and the environment as a whole - putting 
valuable nutrients back into the soil and helping gardens to look healthier and more beautiful. For tips 
on how to use your finished compost, check out www.recyclenow.com/compost. It takes between 
six and nine months to produce your own compost - so if you can’t wait that long, peat free and peat 
reduced composts (also made from recycled green materials), are another great ingredient for your 
garden and are available from most garden centres. These are competitively priced, great for the 
garden, providing the key nutrients that plants need to thrive, and great for the environment as they 
divert garden waste from landfill sites.

SEAN 

BONE-KNELL 

New commander 
of Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service's east 
division, discusses 
his career and plans 
to work even more 
closely with partner 
agencies such as the 
police, to keep east 
Kent safer. 

Tell us about your career so far: 

I joined Kent Fire and Rescue Service in 1986 as a 
firefighter in Thanet, and my 22 years with the service 
have involved roles at various stations across the 
county, including Medway, Canterbury and Ashford. 

For two years I was based at Maidstone 
headquarters as press officer, before becoming 
station commander at Dover. After a period as 
partnership manager in the south division, I was 
promoted to area commander in north and then 
subsequently south, before moving to this latest 
appointment.

East division spans from Lydd to Whitstable, Dover 
to Margate, and includes 22 stations with 624 staff.

Bale shows his dark side 



RELUCTANT HERO: Christian Bale, like Batman, prefers to stay out of the spotlight

GONE are the days when 
Batman was a just a camp 
character in tights - now 
he is brooding, shadowy 
and even political. 

The superhero was revitalised 
when British actor Christian Bale 
gave his intense interpretation of 
the caped crusader in 2005 movie, 
Batman Begins. 

In The Dark Knight, the second 
in director Christopher Nolan’s 
take on the franchise, Bruce 
Wayne is a millionaire with a mis¬ 
sion - to save corrupt and danger¬ 
ous Gotham City from criminals 
like the anarchistic Joker (the late 
Heath Ledger). 

“It’s nice to be coming in and 
playing a character where you 
know the whole back story,” says 
a moody-looking Christian Bale, 
who is sitting hunched forward, 
arms folded in front of him. 

“We are trying to show a very 
real Gotham and real humanity 
to a superhero. 

“Batman has no super powers. 
He has these conflicts within him¬ 
self. He’s somebody who has great 
altruism and who has at the same 
time, great temptation towards 
chaos, violence and revenge. He’s 
a complete character.” 

Heath Ledger’s version of The 
Joker is also a world away from 
the one-dimensional villain often 
seen in superhero films. 

This movie was the last that 
Heath completed before his death 
in January this year, but the 
Australian actor’s performance as 
the anarchistic psychopath is 
already being talked about as one 
of the year’s most outstanding. 

“Somebody like Heath loves 
to immerse himself completely in 
the role, and you can see the 
pleasure he’s getting from that,” 
says 34-year-old Christian. 


“And I feel likewise - that’s the 
pleasure I get from acting. 

“The way Heath plays The 
Joker - it’s not like we’re watch¬ 
ing Heath Ledger enjoying 
playing this zany crazy character. 
He disappears and becomes 
this anarchic, destructive, chaotic 
individual.” 

And it’s Batman who provides 
The Joker with his toughest chal¬ 
lenge yet in the movie. 

“Everyone’s been a pushover 


for The Joker,” says Christian. 

“Everybody can be leveraged so 
damn easily. The mob - they want 
money, that’s boring. Also, The 
Joker despises hypocrisy and he’s 
finally finding in Batman some¬ 
body who doesn’t have that. 

“But he recognises Batman’s 
weak spot - that he will not kill.” 

Born and raised in Britain, 
Christian, who began his career 
in Empire Of The Sun, is now 
based in Los Angeles, and after 


filming Batman and other 
American films like 3:10 To Yuma, 
he sports a mid-Atlantic accent. 

Rarely smiling throughout the 
interview, he has said he prefers 
not to reveal too much about his 
personal life to the press. For the 
record, he has been married to 
Sibi Blazic, a former personal 
assistant to Winona Ryder, for 
eight years, and they have a three- 
year-old daughter, Emmaline. 

He also doesn’t seem too inter¬ 
ested in giving his opinion on any¬ 
thing other than the film, and 
won’t really be drawn on why 
superhero movies like Iron Man 
and The Incredible Hulk are push¬ 
ing people’s buttons this summer. 

“Absolutely no idea about that,” 
he says. 

“There’s always a need for 
heroic figures. I think super¬ 
heroes are a modern-day equiv¬ 
alent to Greek mythological fig¬ 
ures. So naturally everybody 
wants a hero. 

“But by the time Fm in the middle 
of making a movie, Fm not doing it 
because I’m thinking it’s what soci¬ 
ety needs at this time. Fm just look¬ 
ing selfishly at what Fm interested 
in and what intrigues me.”

DANGLING upside 
down from a trapeze by 
my knees and swinging 
through the hot air I felt 
a rush of excitement and 
fear. 

It was the first time I had tried 
circus skills. Despite my reluc¬ 
tance to have a go, as I walked 
away from the aerial equipment 
towards the beach, I was already 
planning my next session. 

But the all-important question 
was: when was I going to fit this 
in to my hectic schedule? 

Between cycling, tennis, sailing, 
salsa classes and, of course, those 
all important afternoons relaxing 
by the pool or on the beach with a 
cocktail in one hand and a book in 
the other, I was struggling to find 
a window in my holiday diary. 

Jackie, our friendly Club Med 
rep, told me it was impossible to 
get bored at the Kamarina resort. 
By day one of our holiday, I could 
see exactly what she meant. 

On a pre-paid, all-inclusive holi¬ 
day, guests can do as much or as 
little as they please. There is 
something for everyone - from 
body pump and aqua aerobics for 


the gym bunny, to archery, a 
climbing wall and quad biking for 
the more adventurous or jet ski¬ 
ing, kayaking and catamaran sail¬ 
ing for the water babes. 

There is no pressure to be any 
good at any of these skills. As my 
partner tried to co-ordinate his 
two left feet during a salsa class, 
the teacher was friendly and 
merely invited us both back to the 
next day’s session. 

The resort also stood out for its 
excellent tennis facilities with 
about 25 clay courts, professional 
tuition, and complementary rack¬ 
et and ball hire. 

The most evident thing about 
Club Med was its family-ftiendly 
ethos and range of children’s clubs. 

Children, aged from four to ten 
can go to the Mini Club Med, 
whilst 11- to 17-year olds are wel¬ 
comed to Club Med Passworld. 
Club Med Baby and Petite Club 
Med take care of the youngest. 

The clubs are open for six days 
out of seven for nine hours a day 
and a special team of GOs 
(Gentils Organisateurs) keep the 
children occupied and happy 
throughout the day. 

Despite the fact that Club Med 
is a French company and their 
clientele mostly French and 
Italian, they said there would 
always be a fluent English-speak¬ 
ing GO. In fact, we found that 


most staff spoke English anyway. 

Mealtimes were also very child- 
ftiendly, with each of the four vil¬ 
lage restaurants equipped with 
high-chairs and dishes suitable 
for children and babies. 

The food was fresh and locally- 
sourced with a huge selection of 
freshly cooked fish, meat and veg¬ 
etarian dishes, salads and pasta 
choices to choose from. 

All the restaurants were self- 
service and our favourite was 


Trinacria in the hotel, which we 
found slightly less hectic and 
more peaceful than the others. 

The accommodation was also 
surprisingly good. Across the 96- 
hectare village, the rooms are 
split between the main hotel and 
the villagio, where we were based. 

Despite a gaggle of noisy 
Italians partying late into the 
night, it was peaceful and a holi¬ 
day destination I would highly 
recommend.

Rent now, buy later 

Estate scheme offers younger buyers a way into the market

Web index tracks 
decline in prices 

ASKING prices in the property market 
continued to fall in July, according to the 
latest Rightmove house price index. 

July has seen a 1.8 per cent fall in 
prices - the largest drop ever recorded in 
the month and it follows a 1.2 per cent 
slip in June. 

Subsequently, annual asking price 
inflation has slipped into the red, down 
two per cent over the year up to July - 
the first time Rightmove has recorded an 
annual fall. 

The survey discovered the average 
asking price for a property is £235,219 - 
a decrease of £4,345 in the past month. 

However, this remains well ahead of 
the average sale prices of £194,912, 
according to official figures from the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government. 

The discrepancy could be caused by a 
realisation among sellers they have to 
lower asking prices in order to secure a 
sale according to analysts. 

“Sellers are finally recognising that 
they need to undercut their rivals from 
the outset, rather than testing the mar¬ 
ket and dropping prices later,” said Miles 
Shipside, of Rightmove. 

Tenants feel the chill 
of rising energy bills 

TURNOVER of tenants in rented accom¬ 
modation where energy efficiency is poor 
could be on the increase according to a 
survey by the National Landlords 
Association. 

The group said that while eco-ftiendli- 
ness of homes may not be the most 
important factor for people when they 
move it will become increasing vital. 

Senior policy officer at the organisa¬ 
tion, Elizabeth Brogan, said the major 
things which people look at when they 
search for a home remain its location and 
the initial cost outlay. 

But she said: “There are other factors 
that are more important and I don’t 
think they (the buyers) are going to be 
looking at energy efficiency first thing.” 

But she added if tenants are feeling 
“cold and miserable” they are likely to 
move on more quickly than they would 
otherwise. 

But she also said that heating bills for 
tenants are likely to be reduced in the 
future due to the introduction of the 
Landlord’s Energy Saving Allowance.

DODGE is a macho brand in its 
native USA, so it is no surprise 
that its Avenger saloon looks capa¬ 
ble of meting out its own justice. 

That is providing we forget that ‘Avenger’ 
last appeared here on an effete 1970s Hillman 
saloon and estate. 

Its belated successor gives Chrysler Dodge 
Jeep dealers a long-awaited foothold in Ford 
Mondeo territory. 

In keeping with its looks, Avenger pricing 
and specifications are bullish, but need to be as 
the interior looks low rent against key rivals. 

On the other hand, since the Mondeo has 
gone upmarket to attack the BMW 3-Series, 
the Avenger could appeal to company car 
buyers and ‘user choosers’ who like more 
bangs for their bucks. 

Power options are a diesel - VW’s tried and 
trusted 2.0-litre with six-speed T»ox - and two 
petrol engines, plus SE and SXT trim levels 
from £14,995. 

Standard kit includes six airbags, electronic 
stability, powered folding heated mirrors, air 
con, glovebox chiller and cruise control. 


But it is not a big price ‘walk’ - as the trade 
says - to the lavish SXT tested here (from 
£16,995). It is worth the extra for big 18-inch 
alloys, boot spoiler, heated front seats, leather 
seats, powered driver’s seat and upmarket six- 
speaker Boston sound. 

I was also impressed by MyGig - a £1,500 
dashboard extra bundled with sat nav - that 
memorises CDs and links to iPod/MP3 players. 

The Avenger is less tuned on the road; it has 
reasonable performance, but the chassis is 
saggy and copes badly with our increasingly 
poor road surfaces. 

The VW powertrain on our 2.0CRD SXT 
(£18,250) test car felt as good as ever though - 
willing, frugal and perfect for motorway 
cruising. Storage, cupholders and boot are 
generous, with Toad through’ rear folding seats 
on the SXT, although lifting the bootlid after a 
shower overruns the guttering and drowns 
your luggage. 

Rear legroom is good too, though that rear 
window Tuck up’ means kids may find it claus¬ 
trophobic in the back. 

Nevertheless, the Avenger looks fantastic 
value in a market sector where it is hard to 
stand out from the crowd.

The site is free to use and features only 
local businesses that have passed the 
assessments carried out by Kent 
Trading Standards. 

Music while you work 
could prove expensive 

TENS of thousands of Kent businesses 
are getting letters from the Performing 
Rights Society to make them aware of 
the consequences of, and possible legal 
action that could result from, breaking 
UK copyright law by playing music in 
the workplace without a PRS licence. 

The law ensures the UKs songwriters 
and composers PRS represents, receive 
royalties for the use of their work. Keith 
Gilbert, managing director, said: “PRS is 
a vital source of income to the creators of 
music, 90 per cent of whom earn less 
than £5,000 a year in royalties.”

Pressure piles on to 
leave us all too tired 


Three quarters of us are not getting enough sleep, claims survey

SLEEPING has figured in songs 
from Donovan to Seether but 
money worries and the credit 
squeeze becoming tighter are strik¬ 
ing different notes as a wave of 
shut-eye deprivation sweeps 
across the UK workforce. 

Twenty two million workers - that’s three- 
quarters of the workforce - admitted getting 
less than the prescribed eight hours of sleep 
each night of the working week, says a recent 
report. 

Topping the list for insomnia are estate 
agents, who are apparently getting only five 
hours and 50 minutes sleep a night - more 
than two horn’s less than the daily recom¬ 
mended sleep quota. 

The Travelodge company, which has hotels 
in Canterbury, Ashford and Margate, said the 
study revealed that two professions facing 
rocketing fuel prices - lorry and taxi drivers - 
were the next two groups missing most ‘shut 
eye’, sharing an average of just six horn’s and 
16 minutes a night. 

Then came another economy-hit profession, 
bankers, who manage just six horn’s and 23 
minutes of sleep. Builders and accountants 
came next with both getting six hours and 24 
minutes. 

Leigh McCarron, Travelodge’s director of 
sleep, said; “It is no surprise that the profes¬ 
sions in the industries worst hit by the credit 
crunch come top of the charts. We all know 
that money worries and job security are key 
drivers of stress which in turn, leads to signif¬ 
icant sleep loss.” 

The budget hotel chain’s study also revealed 
the key reasons why 40 per cent of workers 
regularly experience difficulty getting to sleep: 
work pressures and money worries, leaving 
work late, having an alcoholic drink at bed¬ 


time and going home to start work again were 
all causes. 

Mr McCarron said: “Don’t let the credit 
crunch keep you awake, it’s a vicious circle. 
Although you may fret about your job and 
have financial worries; you cannot afford to 
sacrifice your sleep quota. 

“Losing valuable hours of sleep will certain¬ 


ly impact upon your well-being and productiv¬ 
ity.” 

In case you’re wondering - director of sleep? 
Yes, that’s his title. The firm takes its job of 
giving clients a good night’s sleep very, very 
seriously, and Mr McCarron has a wide brief 
from helping design rooms to trying out beds. 
Let’s hope he doesn’t sleep on the job.

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Olympic home 
crowd a lure 
for Clewlow

THE LURE of competing in front 
of home fans at the London 
Olympics could tempt hockey star 
Mel Clewlow to delay her interna¬ 
tional retirement. 

The 32-year-old Canterbury defender flew to 
the Far East with the rest of the Great Britain 
squad this week as they enter their final 
preparations for the Beijing Olympics. 

Clewlow is one of five players with Olympic 
experience after featuring in Britain’s last 
campaign in Sydney eight years ago. 

With more than 200 caps from an interna¬ 
tional career spanning 12 years, next month’s 
tournament might seem a fitting moment to 
bow out. 

But while she admits it could be the last 
time she plays for Britain, the idea of playing 


at London 2012 will make the decision hard. 

She told Yourcanterbury: “It doesn’t get any 
better than an Olympic medal so it could cross 
my mind, but on the other hand it might make 
me want more of this. 

“If it wasn’t London in four years’ time I 
could easily say this was my last Olympics. 

“After competing in front of a home crowd at 
Manchester for the Commonwealth Games I 
know it would be amazing. 

“I need to focus on Beijing and sit down with 
[head coach] Danny Kerry afterwards. 

“If he says there are a group of good young¬ 
sters coming through, which there are, and he 
wants to work with them then that could 
make up my mind for me. 

“I have always said if I didn’t like it this year 
I would stop but I have thoroughly enjoyed it. 

“At this stage there’s no reason to consider 
anything other than playing.” 

The squad will spend around ten days with 
the rest of the British Olympic team at the 
holding camp in Macau before flying to Beijing 
this weekend. 

They begin their pool matches against 
defending champions Germany on August 10.

So close yet so far for Spitfires

KENT Spitfires lost their grip on 
the Twenty20 Cup in a thrilling 
final at the Rose Bowl. 

Rob Key’s side lost by three runs as they 
attempted to overhaul Middlesex Crusaders’ 
total of 187 for six, a record total in a 
Twenty20 final. 

Set such a substantial target, Kent got off to 
a flier as Joe Denly and Key set about the 
Middlesex bowling attack, going at more than 
ten an over for the first five. 

The two Kent openers showed that while 
Twenty20 is about scoring boundaries 
and getting quick runs, it doesn’t have to be 
about slogs, sweeps and paddles as they each 
played a succession of elegant cover drives, 
cuts and pulls to pull their side back into the 
game. 

Key was in terrific form, reaching his half- 
century off just 30 balls, but it was the intro¬ 
duction of spinners Murali Kartik and veteran 
Shaun Udal that helped turn the game and 
they accounted for both Denly and Key. 

South African Justin Kemp, struggling for 
runs for the county this summer, was promot¬ 
ed to number three, where he played the type 
of innings for which he is renowned. 

Kemp smashed three sixes in an entertain¬ 
ing stand of 72 with Darren Stevens as the 
Spitfires closed in on their target, leaving 
them requiring 16 from the final over. 

The target was then reduced to six off three 


balls. Kemp could manage only two off the 
first two, meaning the Spitfires had to score 
three to tie, which would have seemed the title 
courtesy of having lost fewer wickets than 
Middlesex. 

However, Kemp was unable to get the ball 
away and was run out, handing victory to the 
Crusaders and, with it, a place in the Stanford 


Super Series and a chance to pocket a huge 

£ 200 , 000 . 

While Key was disappointed not to get his 
hands on the trophy again, he was pleased 
with his side’s effort at Twenty20 finals day. 

He said: “The one thing we haven’t done is 
hide. Generally we have fielded well and it is 
times like that in big games when you find out 


the characters of players and I thought every¬ 
one stood up, so it was good. 

“That final was a great advert for Twenty20. 
It was a fantastic effort to have got that close. 

“It was pretty frustrating getting out for 
50-odd as the stage was set for me to play a 
serious Twenty20 innings and get us a great 
victory. 

“I always say it is not about the blokes who 
get out to a good ball for less than 10 - it is those 
who get in who will win or lose you the game. I 
was one of those who got in and got out.” 

The day had started well for Spitfires as 
they cruised to what turned out to be a com¬ 
fortable 14-run win over the Essex Eagles in 
the first semi-final of the day. 

The Spitfires, together with the Crusaders, 
will now be entered in the inaugural £2.4 
million Champions League against teams 
from South Africa, Australia and India. 

Kent’s involvement in the competition, 
although assured by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board, is yet to be 100 per cent 
confirmed by organisers of India’s cricket 
board because of their inclusion of ‘rebel’ 
Indian Cricket League stars Justin Kemp and 
Azhar Mahmood. 

Key is sceptical about his side’s involvement 
and is refusing to think about playing in the 
competition in India until it is confirmed. 

He said: “It is a bonus if it happens, but there 
has been a bit of confusion about it all the way 
along. We will only know how good it is if an 
English team walks away with the money and 
starts turning up for games in much better 
cars. 

“There are so many unanswered questions 
that I think it is probably a pipe-dream that is 
not worth us getting carried away about.”
